The sudden and unexpected col- 
lapse of the ground under the 
wheels of a motor lorry, which was 
backing,. into Whitfield ‘Barracks, 
enused the vehicle to tilt and crush 
a woman against a pile of bricks, 
she recciying injuries from which 
lshe guecumbed some hours after: 


4dwards. . 

The incident waa the subject ofa 
Coroner’s inquiry conducted by Mr. 
Whyte Smith, at the: Kowloon 
Magistracy, yesterday afternoon, 
with the assistance of a jury. 

According » to the medical 
dence, given by Dr. K. H. Utiley,, 
shock: follow- 
ing fracture of the pelvis and inter- 
nal haemorrhage. 

The husband of the deceased gave 
evidence that he and his wife were 
both employed by the Lee Yee con- 
tractors and were engaged in un- 
loading * bricks from‘ a ‘lorry in 
Whitficld Barracks. On the morn- 
ing of July 9,. os the lorry ‘as 
packing into the compound at the 
corner of Nathan and Austin Roads, 
witness and his wife were awaiting 
its arrival, standing on opposite 
sides to each other. 

‘Ag the lorry moved towards the 
pile of bricks, which had been pre- 
viously unloaded, two of the wheels 
on one side sank into the earth, the, 
vehicle tilting over and crushing 
his wife against the pile of bricks. 
‘IT She was. extricated) and taken to 
Hospital where she received atten- 
tion but. refused to be detained. 
She wes taken home but later her 
condition .became ;worse dnd a 
‘Chinese doctor was summoned. 
Subsequently Dr, Ip Kam-wah was 
called tn and he advised her im- 
mediate removal to Hospital yhere 
she died a few hours after ad- 
mission. : 

‘Lance Corporal E. G. lewis, 
R.A.S.C., who was in the vicinity 
Jat the time, stated that he arrived 
on the scene immediately after the 
accident and found the lorry lean- 
ing over to one side, the earth under 
the right hand wheels having 
given way. The surface of the 
yround had seemed solid and per- 
_\fectly safe for the lorry. : 

After further evidence, the 
Coroner’ pointed out to the jury 
that the accident was due to the 
ground suddenly and unexpectedly 
giving way. Perhaps it was the 
result-of some old drain which had 
not been properly filed in. It had 
the appearances of being firm and 
there was nothing to indicate that 
it waa dangerous. 

The jury returned a verdict of 
death by, misadventure. . 

A Resumed Inquiry. 

On the resumption of — the in- 
quiry into the cause of the death 
ofa womay who cither jumped or 
fell of a bas whilst it was in motion
